executive vice-president of the 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany, declared today in a talk be- 
fore the Lions” Club. He ex- 
plained how his corporation would 
handle the proposal were it the 
owner of the Imperial Valley and 
the Colorado River. 

First, the Edison corporation 
would build a low dam at Topoc, 
below Needles, in San Bernardino 
county, at a cost of $15,000,000, 
for immediate flood control and 
thereby increase the efficiency of 
the Boulder Canyon dam, which, he 
said, would produce 200,000 horse- 
pewer additional if control of 
storm waters was transferred to a 
point lower down on the river. 


PROTEOTING VALLEY 

The proposed Topoc dam would 
protect the Imperial Valley from 
flood waters within three years, 
whereas it will require ten years 
by’ the Boulder Canyon project, 
Mr. Ballard said. 

Under the original Swing-John- 
son bill, which met a storm of op- 
position, municipalities were grant- 
ed preferential rights over private 
power interests. Secretary Work 
proposes, however, that the power 
be gold by the government regard- 
tess of whether distributors are 
private or public enterprises. thus 
placing the issue on an equitable 
commercial! basis. 

Mr. Ballard said in part: 

“The problem of Colorado River 
development seems very complex, 
although considerable progress has 
lately been made. The extreme 
municipal ownership provisions 
with their consequent discrimina- 
tions against private development, 
as outlined in the original Swing- 
Johnson bill, have now apparently 
been swept aside by the m- 
mendation of the Secretary of the 
Interior. Secretary Work has 
recommended that the develop- 
ment of the Boulder Canyon dam 
and power installations at that 
point be undertaken by the United 
States government, and that all ap- 
plicants for power supply from this 
development, beth municipal and 
corporate, be placed upon an equal 
footing. The financing of the 
project involves a government bond 
issue of $125,000.,000. Enormous 
water storage capacity and the 
1,000,000 horsepower of electric 
power development are such as to 
be the project national impor- 

nee.

STRIKERS 

The striking miners have had full op- 
portunity to return to work pending any 
propositions to arbitrate with the owners. 
But the union will not permit. They will 
do nothing or listen to nothing that sug- 
gests arbitration in any form. There will 
be no arbitration at any time or under any 
circumstances. Such is the expressed voice 
of the union leaders. It doesn’t sound re- 
assuring. If it is an attempt to force pub- 
lic ownership it will fail. The administra- 
tion will oppose. The union leaders are 
not leaving the workers a hope of any 
kind. They are merely butting their heads 

against a stone wall. ’ 


CIRCLES 

Enforcement of freak rules is going 
to make a professional out of many an 
amateur athlete. Jolie Ray, the wonderful 
Chicago runner, has been forcibly tossed 
amid the professionals after sixteen years 
of splendid achievement in amateur circles 
—including an Olympian career. But he 
happened to do a punching-bag stunt as an 
advertising feature for a Chicago sporting- 
goods house and now he must make the 
journey as a professional. He is now be- 
ing deluged with offers and contracts and 
has had to take over a business manager 
to help sift them out. Nowadays the first 
business of a professional of any kind is 
to acquire a business manager and a press 
agent. This is the Hallmark of the game. 


HE NEW DIPLOMACY 

Secretary Kellogg of the State Depart- 
ment makes it plain that the policy of the 
administration calls for bigger and better 
ambassadors. The diplomatic service is on 
the merit plan and embassies will no more 
fall into the keeping of the financial chair. 
men of State committees. The administra- 
tion is insistent upon economies, but is 
prepared to insist upon a large and com- 
prehensive construction program through- 
out the Old World capitals. Many small 
‘governments own the buildings in which 
their consulates and embassies are lodged. 
Uncle Sam, the richest of them all, pays 
rent in almost every case. From a busi- 
ness standpoint this is pure folly. In most 
cases the investment is sure to be a profit- 
able ne. The very purchase establishes 
an advanced value and the ownership 
makes for better understandings at each 
capital. Furthermore, it is often possible 
to get a $20,000 Ambassador for $20,000 if 
he is not called upon to pay $40,000 a year 
for rent and social training. Under a sane 
program who are about to acquire a diplo- 
matic service that shall be an actual credit 
te the country. 


EGGING THE ISSUE 
The railroads are exulting over the 
fact that they have secured from forty-three 


indorsements of the plan which they hope 
to substitute for the Los Angeles union 
terminal they have been ordered to build 
by the State Railroad Commission, an or- 
der confirmed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

What the railroads do not explain is that 
these civic bodies indorsed the plan singly 
and solely because it contains the promise 
of the Pacific Electric to reduce its run- 
ning time between their cities and Los 


whole complicated evasion which is of any 
interest whatever to these outside cities. 

San Bernardino, for example, or Newport 
Beach—two of the cities whose “indorse- 
ment” is flaunted—know nothing and care 
nothing about the internal transportation 
problems of Los Angeles. But if a plan is 
presented which promises quicker transpor- 
tation for their citizens to a place they 
wish to go they are naturally in favor of 
that plan, so long as the other phases 
thereof do not affect them one way or the 
other. Such indorsement is perfectly nat- 
ural and obvious. 

There is not a single city in the list 
which is not served by the Pacific Electric 
with direct connection with Los Angeles. 


Angeles. That is the only part of the 


Nor is there a single city in which the 
railroads’ speakers and propaganda did not 
lay paramount stréss upon the promise of 
faster schedules on the red car lines. 

Such indorsements mean nothing what- 
ever as to the merits of the union terminal 
question. They are merely beside the 
point. The fact that the list contains prac- 
tically no indorsenjents of any kind from 
Los Angeles organizations is, however, sig- 
nificant. The fact that the railroads had 
to go for indorsements to San Bernardino, 
to Redlands, to Santa Ana, to Anaheim, to 
Huntington Beach and other points not 
even in Los Angeles county shows to what 
straits they are reduced for support for 
their scheme. 

Naturally the railroad lecturers did not 
tell their hearers that the people of Los 


t Angeles ate not opposing the shortening 


of running time between this city and the 
outside communities, but on the contrary 
are g that this rapid transportation 
be brought about in a manner that will fit 
in with a permanent solution of Los Ange- 
les’ rapid-transit and union-passenger ter- 
‘minal problem. 

Los Angeles is building now for the fu- 
ture. If, for example, the peeple of Los 
Angeles had listened to the Pacific Elec- 
tric, the Hollywood, Glendale and Burbank 
cars would be running into the Hill-street 
station at grade, now and forever. The city 
agreed that the running time between the 
central. part of the city and Hollywood, 
Burbank and Glendale should be reduced, 
but with an eye to the future, the city in- 
sisted that the Bunker Hill tunnel 80 
bored that these interurban trains would 
come into the Hilill-street station at sub- 
way depth, thus providing for the ultimate 
linking of this subway with other down- 
town subways and making it part of a real 
underground rapid-transit system. 

The people of Los Angeles are now ep- 
posing the carriers’ plan not to block the 
reduction of running time between these 
outside communities and Los Angeles, but 
on the contrary, to compel the railroads 
and the Pacific Electric to build now for 
tomorrow, so that these interurban trains 
can be routed into the city in subways. 
By this method the Pacific Electric passen- 
ger, instead of being rushed over trestles 
into the Pacific Electric’s Sixth and Main- 
street station and then turned out into the 
street to find his way by taxicabs, surface 
cars and on foot to his destination in Los 
Angeles, will ride in the interurban cars 
to the union passenger railroad depot at 
the Plaza, to the Hill-street Pacific Elec- 
tric station, to the Sixth and Main-street 
station or to any of the frequent stations 
in the projected subway loop district 
bounded by the Plaza, Fourteenth street, 
Hill street and Main street. 

Los Angeles’ job now is to resist with 
all ite might, as it has done for ten years, 
any attempt of the railroads and railways 
to constfuct makeshift elevated structures 
and footbridges which will block forever 
the consummation of a real, unified rapid 
transit and railroad passenger terminal 
system in this city. 


EATERS 
It seems that in 1910 a company of 
young fire-eaters gathered at Copenhagen 
at a dinner from all over Europe and pro- 
ceeded to tinker with the times. Nothing 


proceeded to look after matters promptly. 
No press notices gave the gathering promi- 
nence in America. It depended on Savel 
Zimand to report the matter recently in 
Survey Graphic. 

The gatherings of youth at Evanston and 
Asilomar during the holidays bring the Co- 
penhagen dinner to mind. The same spirit 
prevailed at Evanston that was noteworthy 
at Copenhagen. . 

However, it is reassuring to note that out 
of the Copenhagen conference sprang 
twelve future prime ministers of Europe. 
Among the diners were Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, Jean Juares, James K. Hardie and 
Frederick Ebert. Perhaps the Evanston 
and Asilomar assemblies will assay as well. 

Possibly youth is jazzy and crazy enough 
as it is and needs little encouragement. 
That it usually swings around and takes the 
conservative side in the end is one quiet- 
ing feature. 

‘Even Lloyd George was once called the 
“Wizard of Wales,” the “Blizzazrd of Brit- 
ain.” He was a fighting pacifist away back 
in the Boer War. lu the big war “Hang 
the Kaiser” helped him into office. He was 
anything but a pacifist. 

Of the “Tiger of France” it was said, “No- 
body could be wilder than Clemenceau was 
in his day.” 

But six short years ago Mussolini began 
business by pledging himself to a republic, 
to the disendowment of the church and to 
proportional representation. 


Today he is the Gibraltar of monarchy, 
the defender of the faith and the dictator 
of Italy. He is the “standpattist” of the 
standpatters. He is the most conservative 
of the conservatives. Radicalism, like oth- 
er fires, sets the bells a-ringing and the 
sirens blowing and is a good advertiser. 
‘Ownership wants all fires out. : 

When youth shows signs of eating fire 
it is not necessary to be greatly disturbed. 
It is the natural ebullition of the blood. It 
is perfectly natural for blood to boil. And

things boil more easily on the summits of 
idealism than on other heights. 

Youth is in a constant state of eruption. 
It is the state of both young mountains and 
men. Mob spirit and revo.utionary enthu- 
siasm are merely the indices of sprouting 
ambitions. 

When he first feels the tharness the colt 
always kicks. It frets and foams at the 
indignity of stricture. Youth naturally ob- 
jects to being harnessed to any load. 

Possibly it is well that it is so. Youth 
will then invent a machine and harness the 
‘cloud or the lightning to do its work. Most 
of the discoveries have been made by youth. 

‘However, it is fairly safe to assume that 
the fires of youth will cool down in time 

become extinct. And the institutions 
that are really worth while will continue 
to do business at the old stand. 

Most of the Communists are young and 
callow. After a man has worked and won 
and has a home and @ business he has a 
different: idea about Communism. Give a 
may but a pig and he will lose his ardor in 
dividing. 

When a youth does not have a wife nor 
children nor a home he has little to fight 
for. He is in peril of being an ardent paci- 
fist. There is little sentiment connected 
with his country or its institutions. 

But after he has spffered and sacrificed 
for his native land he begins to appreciate 
his liberties and opportunities. Any as- 
sault upog his country then stirs him to the 
depths. 


URBANK’S BELIEF 
“Burbank Qualifies Belief” was the 
heading in a recent news dispatch. He 
seemed to back up a trifle from his creed 

of a few days before. 

Glorious Luther Burbank is surpassing 
with melons and cucumbers and flowers. 
He makes a cactus smile and put away 
its spines and even makes it taste like 
peaches and cream. 

But when it comes to the spiritual he 
feels as little at home as Darwin with mu- 
sic. At 50 the great naturalist’s harp of 
3000 strings had let down completely and 
refused to be tuned up again—all from dis- 
use. But he was uncanny with worms and 
bugs. 

Thomas A. Edison is a wizard with elet- 
tricity, but when it comes to the immor- 
tality of the soul he seems confused and 
flounders about. He is used to measuring 
things by watts and amperes. 

A. Conan Doyle can inspire Sherlock 
Holmes to go through barred doors at will 
and decipher hieroglyphics at random.

Pioneers and Business Men 
Honor Old Resident 


Eulogy Read at Requiem 
Mass by Bishop Cantwell 


Mausoleum Will be Built in 
Calvary Cemetery 


William Richard Rowland, son 
of one of the earliest settlers in 
Southern California, a pioneer 
resident of Los Angeles and one 
of the early-day Sheriffs of this 
county, was taken to his final 
resting place yesterday. 

The hardy ploneer, who was al- 
ways an interested civic worker 
and who saw Los Angeles grow to 
the greatest city on the Pacific 
Coast, was laid to rest in a vault 
at Calvary Cemetery. His body 
will remain there until the com- 

pletion of a special family mauso- 
— it was announced yesterday 
by his widow, Mrs. Dona Manuela 
Rowland. 

Funeral services for Mr. 
land were conducted from 
family home at 805,Ronnie Brae 
street, where he died last Tuesday 
following an iliness of approxi- 
mately five years. 

Father Thomas F. Kennedy of 
the Church of the Immaculate 
Conception, of which Mr. Rowland 
was a member, recited prayers at 
the brief services at the home. 


REQUIEM MASS 

The bronze casket was banked 
with a wealth of choice cut blos- 
soms from the gardens of the 
Southland and was covered by a 
blanket of dainty red roses. 

Representatives from many of 
the well-known pioneer families of 
Los Angeles and Southern Califor- 
nia and relatives and prominent 
business men of Los Angeles paid 
their last respects yesterday to 
Mr. Rowland. It was estimated 
that more than 600 persons were 
present. 

The services at the residence 
were followed by a solemn requiem 
mass at the Cathedral of St. Vibi- 
ana, one of the city’s oldest houses 
of worship, of which parish Mr. 
Rowland had been a member for 
many years. 

Rt. Rev. John J. Cantwell, 
bishop of this diocese, presided 
at the mass and read the eulogy 
of Mr. Rowland. The other priests
